REMARKS 

Claims 1, 4-11, 14-19 and 21 were pending in this application. Claims 9 and 18 have 
been cancelled, and claims 1, 10, 11, 19 and 21 have been amended hereby. Support for the 
amendments to the claims can be found in the now-cancelled claims. No new matter has been 
presented. Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the indication of allowable subject matter 
in several dependent claims. As set forth above, the independent claims have been amended to 
recite some of that allowable subject matter. As such, favorable reconsideration of the 
application and allowance of all of the pending claims are respectfully requested. 

In the Office Action, claims 1, 4-8 and 14-17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Johansen (US 6,631,144) in view of Cotton et al. (US 5,870,441), and 
claims 9, 10, 18, 19 and 21 were objected to, but indicated as allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. The pending ground of rejection is respectfully traversed. 

As set forth above, and in an effort to expedite the prosecution of this application, 
independent claims 1 and 11 of this application have been amended to recite the limitations 
recited in objected to claims 9 and 18, respectively. Other claims have been amended to correct 
their dependencies. As such, the independent claims now recite subject matter deemed allowable 
by the Examiner, and the § 103(a) rejection of the claims should accordingly be withdrawn. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to find the 
application to be in condition for allowance. However, if for any reason the Examiner feels that 
the application is not now in condition for allowance, the Examiner is respectfully requested to 
call the undersigned attorney to discuss any unresolved issues and to expedite the disposition of 
the application.
